Army plans to replace ITT 
with private contractors

The Information, Tours and Travel offices through­
out the Greater Stuttgart Military Community face an 
uncertain future as USAREUR officials pian to replace 
the Service with private contractors, according to 
GSMC ITT director Richard Czaster. 

The transition, which is scheduled for mid-June, is a 
result of an Army-wide decision aiready in progress in 
the United States to replace most ITT offices with 
private companies. 

The pian is to divide Wesl Germany into regions 
and award the contract to different companies. Wheth-
er the move will mean increased prices and dccreased 
services for the soldiers and family members of the 51 
Army communities slated for the ITT phase out is yet 
to be determined, said Czaster. 

Although the GSMC ITT offices located at Patch, 
Nellingen. and Robinson Barracks generated approxi-
mately $3 million in gross sales last year, Stuttgart is 
scheduled for the first phase of the transition. 

"We have been very succcssful in GSMC, howcvcr. 
the Army is trying to apply a conccpt aiready working 
in the states in which ITT programs are subcontracted 
by private firms," explained Czaster. "But ITT offices 
in the United States cannot be compared to their more 
sophislicated counterparts here in Europe." 

"The ITT offices in the States are not at the stage we 
are now. We're so diverse in that we do airline book-
ings, car rentals, cruiscs, concert licket sales, tours, and 
provide free information. On the otherhand, ITT of­
fices in the U.S. are still operating at a more primitive 
State. They are now where we once evolved from; the 
recreation centers," Czaster added. 

According to the ITT Travel News. a trade publica-

tion for Army and Air Force travel agcnts, the lwo-
year contract is worth approximalcly $100 million and 
is scheduled lo be awardcd by March. 

In their Decembcr 1988 edition, ITT Travel News 
lists a number of issues and standards the Army wants 
to address in the proposed agrccment: 

• A minimum 5 percent Commission fcc is set for 
leisure travel estimated to bc a $64 million annual 
business. 

• No Commission will be levied on official travel. 
estimated at $36 million annually. 

• Customcrs must be served within 15 minutcs. 
• The contractor shall answer ali calls within five 

rings. 
• The contractor shall provide a 24-hour scrvice 

center with reservation computer access to travel re-
cords. 

• Leisure travel services may bc offcrcd at the same 
market by other on-posl travel providers. 

"The information that Tve received is that the bid-
ding proccss is somewhat behind schedule and that the 
projectcd date has been pushed back to Junc. When a 
decision is made and the contractor is ready to take 
affect, there will bc a 90 day transition period which 
will concludc ITT opcrations," said Czaster. 

As to the status of the 15 employees currently work-
ing in the three GSMC offices, Czaster added that the 
Army has included in the proposai that ali qualified 
ITT employees bc given an opportunity to bc retained 
by the contractor, however the question of qualifica-
tion and pay is decided by the firm. 

ITT took over operations from Barbarrossa Reise-
service GmbH in March, 1987; and have since pro-
vided many of the travel services furnished eariicr by 
Barbarrossa.
